MONEY RAISED
FOR GOOD END

The Mardi Gras Receipts
Will Benefit the
Poor.

The coming Mardl Gras ball in ald of
the Honolulu Eye and Ear Infirmary
has attracted much attention from the
social side. The business side appeals to
those who are intetested In giving medi-

cal assistance to patients who cannot
afford 1o pay for the same out of their
own pockets,

To ra.se funds in aid of the Homnolulu
Eye and Ear Infirmary, wh.ch was es-
tabliished in June, 1§89, by the efforts of
Dr. Sloggett and some friends, who, see-
ing the necesdsity for an institution where
the indigent and very poor, irrespectiva
of nationality or creed, could be treated
free of charge and get that skilled as-
sistance and care impossible for them to
procure in their own homes, these gen-
tlemen organized themselves into a
hospital board of trustees and soiicited
funds for the equipment and expenses of
the infirmary. The response was gener-
ous on the part of the Honolulu public,
the Chinese colony subscribing one thou-
sand of the thiee thousand do lars col-
lected, and people of this nationality
have been in the majority of those seek-
ing relief of the institution.

During the piague, and the subsequent
stringency in money, subscriptions fell
off almost to nil and the management’
found it difficult to keep the institution
open, through lack of funds. In this dl-
lemma 2 number of ladies volunteered
to go the rounds of the business houses
and private individuals to soliclt a year-
ly subscription of about §1,800, the
amount reguired to properly carry on
wuas wnaritable work,

Their efforts met with but poor suc-
cess, for several other subscript on lists
were out also. At best, and with a few
donaticns to swell the fund, barely $600 a
vear could be raised. It was at th.s time
that one of the ladies, the chairman of
the p.esent executive committes, deter-
m ned to get up a grand Mardi: Gras ball.
Through the press a public meecting was
called of a.l those interested in the In-
firmary. The response was most en-
courag.ng, and from the present signs
of success the ladies of Honolulu, who
are well known for benevolent work, will
be able to ra se the remaining 3,00 &
year.

Since the opening of the institution in
June, 1889, some two hund ed poor peaple
have been admitted to the service by the
regular hospital card of admission.

These cards have been placed in the
hands of the secretary of the Associated
Char.ties, the various clergy of the City,
prominent Ch nese merchants, and oth-
ers, who it is known will give them only
to those who are really deserying and
unable to pay for medical advice. The
board of trustees consists of the follow-
ing named gentlemen, with power to add
tp their number: Robert Lewers, presi-
dent; John F. Hackfeld, B. F. Dilling-
ham, Carl Durol, John F. Humburg, Fitz
Klamp, Dr. H. C. Sloggett.

PLANS MADE FOR
A NEW HOSPITAL

Many Subscriptions Have Been
Received but More are
Requned.

The annual meeting of the Kapiolani
Maternity Home, 1o be held next Wed-
nesday, will show that institution to
bé in a most prosperous condition. The
year which has just ended has been
the most successful since the estab-
lishment of the Home, and retiects
great credit upon the directors, who
have been unceasing in their efforts to
promote its welfare.

This institution compares favorably
witn similar ones in the States, and
its scope of charitable work is not ex-
ceeded by any other institution in this
City. All Hawaiians are admitted free
of charge and receive the most skilled
treatment. During the past year the
directors have contemplated vast im-
provements in the building and wish
to supply Honolulu with a gyuouavco-
logical hospital where the Hawaiians
will be abie to secure free surgical
care, and also to suppiy private wards
open to every one in the Territory.

With this end in view they made an
a_ppeal a few weeks ago for subscrip-
tions to enable them to go on with the
work. A considerable sum nas been
subscribed and it has stimulated them
to greater action, and they now niake
for further subserip-
tions that they may sooner be abie to
g0 on with the work. Plans for the
new building have been completed by
Architect Traphagen and are modern
in every respect.

The operating room has been mod-
elled after the principal hospitals on
the Coast and in the East, put with
such improvements as to enable them
to carry out the principles or antl-
septic surgery. The private rooms will
be large and airy and will afford every
means for rapid convalescence, All
the surgical appllances and hospital
fittings have been ordered from New
York. Every instrument needed In
such a hospital has been ordered and
are of the latest and most improved
pattern. As soon as sufficient subserip-
tions have been secured, work will be
commenced on the building, and In a
few months Honolulu will have a hos-
pital it may well ba proud of,
